BANKERS CONDEMNATION 


O8STON, Oct. 8—The Cdrrency’ 

Commission of the. American 

Bankers’ Association reporting to- 
day to the association in convention 
here, asserted that it favored the old 
National Monetary Commission bill 
and opposed the currency measure 
now before Congress for the following 
reasons: 


Because under the old plan invest-
